W. went directly to the Ministry of Defence, and 

remained there from 5:15 until.7:30. McNamara'. statements were concise. 

speciixc and clear. He outlined what he thought President Kennedy would say in 

his speech tomorrow about increasing American military strength. He said the 

aim of our program was not to beef up our conventional forces simply to impress 

the Russian, and to prepare for a Berlin crisis; it was rather to establish our 

strength in conventional arm- on a long-range basis. To this end we hoped for a 

similar attitude on the part of the UK, French, and German Governments. There 

was a good deal of talk about Berlin; McNmara said he did not wish to speculate 

or comment on the political aspects of that question, -luce this would be done by 

the Foreign Ministers when they meet in Paris in early August. 

We went to dinner at 1. Carlton Gardens, the attractive residence of the 

Foreign Secretary. Home had another engagement and was not present. The 

guests were Admiral of the Fleet Earl Mountbatten of Burma, Sir Solly Zuckerman.
